The Emperor has suddenly retarned from
“Wiehy, without having carried out the pro-
gramme of both talking nnd water drinkiag.
A Oabinet couneil was held on the day of his
arrival from Vieby, and il was even yestorday
ramorod that Italy was getting restlve, and re-
tmaed to shm the armistice, The Monilewr, accord-
mg 1o custom, remained slient, but the Pafris,
an official journal, intorms us that the return of
Mhe Bmperor is cnnsed by the negotiations be-
sween Austrin and Italy, which enconnter inter-
m inable difficulties,

The Rapacity of the Italinns.

Htaly, as 1 have already =aid, is getting restive,
sad, not satisfied with having Venetia, now in-
mida on haviog Toesle, Istrin, and a part of the
Tyrol. The pretensions of Victor Emsnuel are
doed ridiculous: he was beaten at Custozza
and at Lissa, bul his attitude is more that of the
sonqueror thau of the conquered,

Itie to be hoped that & Re galantuomo wil
Be prevalied upon to be a hitle more modest,
and not keep Europe in a state of anxions sus-
pense.  To add to other Italinn dispiters, the
man of-war L' Affondatore, which bore Admirl
Fersano during the combat of Lizsn, went down
#he day before yesterday at Ancona, duriag o
dveadful thunderstorm. En atlendant, Victor
Bmanuel bas taken possession of Venetia,
Mow the Austrinny Robbed the Pablle

Institutions of Venlce,

The Austrians before leaviog the City of the
Beu plundered the galleries, the museums, and
the publie libraries of the most valuable works
of art. Poor Venice! when will it< troubles
ecasc? Victor Kmanuel, with bis usual tact, and
In order o make himsel! weleome 1o the Vene-
Hians, begun his reign i Venetin by imposivg a
Jorced loan, The coffers of Venice are perfectly
eapty, and it will be utterly impossible for them
W pay a krentzer

UNemo dat uod non Iabet.'

With the exception or Italy, all the uther bel-
Ngerents have sigued the armustice. Prussia,
Bavaria, Wurtemnburg, and the Grand Duchy of
Baden, all of these jutter powers (i so they can
be called, as they have shown themselves to be
powerless) have been quite stunned by the sue-
®ess of the Prussian arms in Germany.  Austria
sonscnis o everything, Some weeks aeo, on
reading Dencedex’s proclamation to his army, we
were led to believe that the white conts would
Rave made but & mouthiul of Prussin. It was
also generally believed in Europe that the
Kaigerlichs would be vietorions: but all have
reckoned without theirhost. The Prussion arwy,
mostly composed of raw recralts, has entirely
beaten the Auvstrinn, composed of' veierans,
many ol whom had taken a part in the war of
1859,

The Prussian army will continue to aceupy
the Austrian territory during the fonr weeks
that the armistice is to lust.  The ety of Prazue
secms to be priviieged. 1t s at the anclent capi-
tat of Bohemiu that the negotiations between
Austrin oud Prugsia ere 1o taks pluce,

Prussin Takes Care of Number One,

The conduct of the Prussinns in the eon-
muered cities aud towns has ral-ed the indigna-
tlon of all Furope. It will be remembered
#hut the King ot Hunover sentlarze sums of
money belonging to the Hunoverian tréusury
1o England before the breaking out of tne war,
The Prosslan Commission now in Hanover
wsists wpon this money being returned, snd in
oase of refusal, threatens to contiseute the royal
property. [This is contrary to all treaties, which
guarantee the personal property of the King;
but

Bismark Loaughs at Treaties,
an ““Love laughs at locksmithe,” and he acts up
%0 the French proverb, which seys:—* O qui
@l bon a prendre, est bon a garder,”  As regards
she Kiug of Prusdia, he s goiuez sbout every-
where, to the tune of “J¢e¢ the Conqueriug
Hero Comes,” He o few days since opgned the
Prussian Chambers in percon. It was along
ftime since the greatest of the Hohenzollerns
bas had o quiet talk with his loving deputies,
whom he s0 uncourteously sent 1o theright-
sbout some two mouths back., His Majesty was
in a very fucetious mood: he condescended to
own that his ways had been somewhat uncon-
stitutional, perhaps somewhat irregular; but
H“Fortune Favors the Bold."
He sald bhe hoped that bygones would be
“bjgones, wnd that his faithiul and cherished
deputies would shut their eyes to his little un-
conehitutionnl peccadillos, and say no more
about it, The specch of King Willlum referred
to little more than internal questions, With the
exception ol what be said of an exlension of
Trontiers as n consequence of the late military
events, he confined himselt almost exelusively
to the existing conflict between the Crown and
the Parlinment, He mamntained perfect ellence
relative to the mediation of Frapee. Tlifs non-
allusion to the good offices of the Emperor hns
been very much feltat the Tullerles, Perhaps
his Prussion Majosty waits to testify his acknow-
ledgents 10 France untll the resnlts of the Bme-
peror's intervention are oficially declaved by
the signing of a trenty of pesce  Perhops there
is s coolness belween Bismark and Napoleon 111,
What o pity! They were such good friends
some fime dgo, Huve we arrived at
The “Quart d’'Henre' of Robelnig ¥

We should lke toknow bow it 18 that, if pesce
hug becn concloded, there 1 no disarming,
peither in Prussla, in Austrla, in Ruossia, or
evan in France?

%0 the mwountain, than for the mountain to come
#0 Mahomet.”

I[nstead of
poing to the garden, 08 per agreement, bo led
his vietim to the commons just outside ol the
corporation Mne, and southwest of the oity
and there, pactly by loree and partly by threats
comprhied bor to yield to his fiendish  and Lost
ful wishes,  Atterwards, becoming irlghtened at
s own crimmality, Hooeck fled trom the
spot, leaving the outraged and heipless girl in
her desolation, in & strauge pluce, far (row
friende nod relotions, not knowiue whither w
turn her steps, and uouble, in her lgnorance ot
the laneuage, 10 communtedte with any one who
eovld mreet herto her nequantancesat the Oaly
forma House, Bhe wandered about the com-
mons for hours, weary and desolate. Pinally,
toeeting three men, she accosted them, nskiis
to be dirceted rigbtly, Not undersianding her,
but soun understunding tual ste was youne,
alone, und nuprotected, they in turn violated
ger person,  The poor gl flually tound her
way back to the aity, but too late, 0 those
with whom she was travelling had leit on the
miduight traim. It is due tins party to state
that they made cvery exertion to find the
unfortunate girl betore ther departure, and
gricven sorely over hev mysterious abaence,

The gitl, on her return, communicated the
gadl story of ber wrones to some sympathizing
Germau friends, arousing the greatest indigna-
tiom ngamst the oue who had done her this
grievous outrage, Instaut and energetic search
was made lor the bar-keeoet, who had been soeun
1o leave the honse in company with the gir
early in the evenlng, He wus lound in o suloon,
and  ackuowledged e guill, by orying out,
before any chavge had been brouchit aguinst
him, “thnt he never saw the gitL™ und that **pe
wasn't wilh her,” Yesterday bhe waz tukon boe-
iore Justice Counlon, and held in $500 boonds to
appesr this morning tor examination,

Lhe girl s very suxious to proceed on her
journey.
